EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Frank Pincelli (Registration Number 27,370) on February 7, 2005. 

After the examiner's amendment, claims 1 - 3, 33 and 35 - 38 have been 
cancelled. There are 7 claims, claims 14 - 19 and 29 pending for examination. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 

In claim 14, applicant claims a method of permitting access by a pre-determined 
group of users to electronically stored images where: 

each pre-determined group of users in an event is provided with a transaction 
card selected from related set of cards with machine readable URL printed on it. 

after processing the film, images are electronically scanned and uploaded toe the 
network photoservice provider identified by URL 

uploaded images can be accessed by any member of the pre-determined group 
of users holding the transaction card, where each user is provided with a password 
associated with the particular cardholder's card. 

In claim 15, applicant claims a method of permitting access by a pre-determined 
group of users to electronically stored images where: 

each pre-determined group of users in an event is provided with a transaction 
card selected from related set of cards with machine readable URL printed on it. 

after processing the film, images are electronically scanned and uploaded toe the 
network photoservice provider identified by URL 

uploaded images is accessed by a particular user only the stored images 
associated with that user's unit card 
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particular user designating for access to all cardholders in the pre-determined 
group only those images selected by the particular cardholder for release to said event 
share memory image storage location 

images can be accessed by any member of the pre-determined group of users 
holding the transaction card, where each user is provided with a password associated 
with the particular cardholder's card. 

In claim 29, applicant claims a method of permitting access by a pre-determined 
group of users to electronically stored images where: 

each pre-determined group of users in an event is provided with a transaction 
card selected from related set of cards with machine readable URL printed on it. 

after processing the film, images are electronically scanned and uploaded toe the 
network photoservice provider identified by URL 

uploaded images is accessed by a particular user only the stored images 
associated with that user's unit card 

particular user designating for access to all cardholders in the pre-determined 
group only those images selected by the particular cardholder for release to said event 
share memory image storage location 

images can be accessed by any member of the pre-determined group of users 
holding the transaction card, where each user is provided with a password associated 
with the particular cardholder's card 
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in the event that a user fails to designate images for access to all card holders 
within a predetermined period of time, access to all images is granted to all cardholders. 

Prior art teaches: 

(i) subscribers can drop film and any participating retail outlet 

(ii) film processed can be electronically scanned and uploaded to user 
specified AOL account. 

(ii) photos can be arranged in personal photo albums (e.g. event) and 

emailed to others (designating what images to be shared with others). 

Prior art does not teach: 

electronically scanned images are uploaded to a event specified URL specified in 
the transaction cards given to users in an event, and, allows users with the transaction 
card access the images using their unique password which is provided on the 
transaction card. 

allowing the owner of the photo film to designate which electronically images can 
be accessed by other users who have the transaction card given to them in the event. 

when the owner of the photo film to does not designate which electronically 
images can be accessed by other users in a predetermined time, all images are given 
access to user who have the transaction card given to them in the event 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
